Count Zeppelin replied to Emperor Will- 
iam as follows: 


“Your Majesty’s telegram has turned | 


my grief to joy. I will gladly devote my- 
self to your wishes and those of the Ger- 
man people and continue the construction 
of airships.”’ 

In addition to the Governmental grant 
of $125,000 to Count Zeppelin for the con- 
struction of another airship it appears

A national committee has been formed 
at Stuttgart under the Presidency ot 
Prince von MHohenlohe-Langenburg- to 
raise a public subscription for Count Zep. 
pelin. Already more than $375,000 has 
been raised, and the promises received 
yeach double this amount. 

The subscription list of the Berlin 
Boerse totals over $25,000. Senator Pos- 
sehl of Lubeck and the Essen Mine Com- 
pany each have given a similar sum, and 
an anonymous subscriber to the fund at 
Heidelberg has contributed $5,000. The 
total of the list which is being circulated

The ground, however, is littered with 
remnants of half-burned balloon cloth 
and splinters of wood and aluminium. The 
two gondolas that were suspended beneath 
the car ar2 practically intact, and the 
forward motor was still in order when it 
was tried to-day. 

The piles of gas tubes sent’ down to 
renew the gas supply have been removed 
by, the cavalry and shipped back to 
Friedrichshafen. Conspicuously in 
scene of the disaster stands forth 
enormous bow of the airship, with 
huge buttonlike centrepiece. This has 
not been at all damaged. It looks like a 
colossal basket, and is at least twelve 
feet high. Close by is the trunk of a 
tree split to the roots. To this the airship 
was tied when the catastrophe occurred. 
It seems that the head or bow of the ship 
was broken off clean from the main body. 
It is quite evident, also, that the gas 
could not have ignited at this end of the 
car, as otherwise the bow would have 
been destroyed 

Only one of the machinists who wit- 
nessed the explosion yesterday could.be 
found at the scene to-day. He sald the 
disaster was inexplicable. Neither motor 
was working at the time, and there was 
neither light nor fire anywhere near the 
balloon. ‘‘How it occurred,"’ said this 
man, “is an unfathomable mystery.” 

On the whole, the explanation offered 
last night seems, on further investiga- 
tion, to be as near the truth as it is pos- 
sible to get, but some of the eye wit- 
nesses are inclined to blame the military 
authorities for the loss of the ship. It 
seems that when the whirlwind came 
sweeping over the field hundreds of peo- 
ple rushed on the cordon of soldiers, 
prompted by the desire to hold the airship 
to the ground by the guide ropes, but 
the officers gave orders that the crowd 
be’ driven back and not permitted to ap- 
proach. 

A few minutes later the huge body 
gtruck the ground with full force and the 
explosion occurred. The devastation 
wrought in neighboring cornfields and 
fruit gardens illustrates forcibly the cy- 
clonic power of the whirlwind that 
wrecked the ship. 

Even as early as 8 o'clocy this morning 
and in spite of the inclement weather, 
thousands of people from the neighbor- 
hood collected around the wreck, They 
seemed never to tire of discussing the 
catastrophe. Several hundred soldiers 
were on duty, to keep the people at a 
good distance from the remains of the 
aerial giant, which the relic hunters sur- 
veyed with greedy eyes. But in spite of 
these precautions some people managed 
to get hold of small pieces of wet and 
partly burned balloon cloth, which they 
carefully hid away.

RABIES, OR HYSTERIA ? 


Woman Had Symptoms of Hydropho- 
bia and Dreamed of Cat That Bit Her.

FREEPORT, L. I., Aug. 5.—Because 
the body of a pet cat belonging to Mrs, 
Jane G. Trumbull of Baldwin, near here, 
lwas cast out when it died a few weeks 
lago it may never be known whether Mrs. 
| Trumbull, who died early in the week, 
was a victim of rabies or hysteria. There 
were many indications that she had hy- 
drophobia, but the physicians are now 
unable to establish it as a fact. 

Mrs, Trumbull, who was the wife of a 
former professional golf player in Scot- 
|land, was bitten by the cat about two 
months ago. Dr. F. W. Fletcher cauter- 
ized the wound, and neither he nor Mrs. 
Trumbull anticipated any ill effects. 
|Later the cat died and its body was 
thrown out, 

About two weeks ago Mrs. Trumbull 
came down with nervous prostration, and 
last Sunday, when Dr. Fletcher called, 
she told him of having dreamed that’ a 
cat had crawled up to her face and torn 
her with its claws, finally scratching her 
eyes out. She said she had awakened in 
a frenzy of fear, and had been unable to 
sleep again. 

Other symptoms aroused the physician's 
suspicions, and he offered Mrs. Trumbull 
a drink to test whether the muscles of 





the case in the early stages of rabies. 
Mrs, Trumbull was unable to drink, and 
fright and nervousness gent her into con- 
vulsions. She rapidly became worse, and 
despite the administration of powerful 
drugs became so violent that her attend- 
jants were afraid of her, and she left 
her bed, raving about the room, smash- 


ing pictures, bric-A-brac, and the furni- 
ture. 

The attack lasted for eight hours, and 
Mrs. Trumbull died early Monday morn- 
ing. On Wednesday the body was cre- 
mated at Fresh Pond. 

According to Mrs. Trumbull’s last wish, 
|her ashes will be sent to Scotland to be 
buried in the kirkyard of her birthplace.

Pittsburg Gossip Is That President Has 
Provoked Storm from Directors.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 6.—In spite 
of denials from high sources that there f& 
any friction between President James Mc- 
Crea of the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
his Board of Directors, the matter was 
widely discussed here to-day in railroad 
and financial circles, which refuse to ac- 
| cept the denials. 

The story is told that President McCrea, 
in spite of requests from his Directors that 
the working force of the railroad be tn- 
creased to a degree commensurate with 
the business being done, has decided on a 
great reduction in the road’s working 
force. 

The story here is that recently Presi- 
dent McCrea dispatched a committee of 





road thoroughly as far as Pittsburg to 
see how many men could be laid off with 
safety, and the report of the committee 
of eleven was 4,000 workmen could be 
dispensed with. 

While these figures may be exaggerated 
by workmen, the fact remains that many 
employes at the Pittsburg end have re- 
ceived notice of a lay-off beginning next 
Monday. Four of the eight assistant 
station masters at the depot here are being 
dispensed with, and on other lines tn like 
proportion. The move of McCrea to lay 
off men, no matter how many it may be, 
has provoked a storm from the Di- 
rectorate, which claims to be able to 
prove that the condition of the Pennsyl- 
vania -Railroad is such as to demand the 
employment of more men instead of lay- 
ing men off. 

Friends of both sides in the fight say

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FALSE LABOR ISSUE 
RAISED, SAYS BRYAN 


Declares Van Cleave Attempts to 
Make Injunction Plank As- 
sault on Courts’ Integrity. 


DENIES CLASS FAVORITISM 


Candidate Will Discuss the Tariff at 
Des Moines Aug. 21 and Then 
Go to Chicago.

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 6.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan to-day replied to James W. 
Van Cleave of the National Association of 
Manufacturers in a 1,900-word letter, tak- 
ing issue with the statement that it is the 
duty of American business men to bury 
Bryan and Bryantsm under an avalanche 
of votes. 

Mr. Bryan declares that the pamphlet 
which Mr. Van Cleave has sent out raises 
two questions: 

First, is there any thing in the labor 
plank of the Democratic platform t@ 
which business men can justly take ex- 
ception? and, second, is the labor question 
so important to business men as to justify 
them in ignoring all other issues? 

Mr. Bryan declares that the provision in 
the Democratic platform for the creation 
of a labor department with a Cabinet of- 
ficer at its head cannot possibly offend 
business men. He then says: 

“The platform draws a distinction be- 
tween associations of wage earners or- 
ganized for the protection of wages and 
the improvement of labor conditions, and 
industrial corporations which act in re- 
straint of trade. The difference between 
a labor organization and a trust is so 
apparent that no disinterested person will 
deny that they should be treated sepa- 
rately. To class the two kinds of or- 
ganizations together and deal with them 
under cne law is bound to do injustice to 
one or the other. Surely the business 
men can have no vital concern in in- 
cluding the labor organizations in the 
anti-trust laws.”’ 

Mr. Bryan then takes up the plank pro- 
viding for trial by jury in cases of in- 
direct contempt. He insists that this can- 
not raise a question of vital concern to 
business men, because every man has a 
right to a jury trial. He then says: 

“An attempt has been made to raise 
a false issue in regard to the courts, and 
to make it appear that the demand for 
trial by jury is an assault upon the in- 
tegrity of the courts. Those who make 
this argument might as well insist on 
the abolition of the jury in all cases, for 
the jury system itself is just as much a 
reflection upon the bench as is this de- 
mand for trial by jury in these particu- 
lar cases. 

*“ But there is another labor plank that 
Mr. Van Cleave probably has in mind. 
This is the plank that declares that par- 
ties to all judicial proceedings should be 
treated with rigid impartiality, and that 
an injunction should not issue in any 
case in which an injunction would not lie 
if no industrial dispute were involved. Do 
the business men insist upon partiality in 
judicial proceedings? Do they insist that 
the mere fact that there is an industrial 
dispute should justify an injunction? 
That plank does not attempt to interfere 
with the issue of an injunction where 
other conditions justify it, but it does op- 
pose the issue of an injunction merely 
for the purpose of bringing the court into 
the discussion of an industrial dispute. 

“Mr, Van Cleave asserts that this plank 
reuces ‘a class spirit,’ and constitutes a 
jemand for ‘class favors.’ But this is} 
not true. It is a declaration that the writ 
of injunction should not be used for the 
purpose of creating a class or favoring a 
class. The laboring men resent an at- 
tempt to discriminate against them in 
favor of any other class." 

That Mr. Bryan purposes to a considér- 
able extent to conduct his own campaign 
was disclosed to-day when he announced 


that he would spend three days in Chi- 
cago beginning Aug. 22. The Democratic 
headquarters will be in operation then, 
and it is Mr. Bryan's intention to meet 
and confer with Chairman Mack and 
other leaders of his pad and give them 
the benefit of his counsel. 

Another speaking date has been ar- 
ranged by Mr. Bryan. He will leave on

where he will discuss the tariff.question, | 
That night he will go to Chicago. After 
his three days’ stay there he will go on 
to Indianapolis to attend the notification 
ceremonies of John W. Kern, which will 
occur on the 25th. On the return trip he 
will speak on the 27th at Topeka, arriv- 
ing in Lincoln the next day. 

The reception accorded Judge Alton B.

It was the ex- 
pectation that Judge Parker in response 
to an invitation from Mr. Bryan would 
stop at Lincoln on his way East, but 
Judge Parker wrote that before the invi- 
tation was received he had planned to go 
home by another route. He pledged his 
services during the campaign and will 
make numerous speeches. 

Senator “Bob” Taylor of Tennessee, 
who is here to fill a Chautauqua date, 
called on Mr. Bryan this afternoon and 
discussed the plan of campaign, recom- 
mending the club idea originated by Mr. 
Bryan as the best to get results. 


NEW SKYSCRAPER APPROVED. 


Building Department Passes Plans of 
Equitable Structure. 


After daily conferences extending since 
June 29, when the plans were filed, be- 
tween representatives of D. H. Burnham 
& Co, of Chicago, the architects, and 
members of the Building Department, 
Building Supt. Edward\Murphy has ap- 
proved the designs for the proposed $10,- 
000,000 skyscraper office building to be 
erected by the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society on the block bounded by Broad- 
way, Pine, Nassau, and Cedar Streets, the 
site of its present offices. 


Because of the daily conferences be- 
tween the architects and the Building 
Department while the plans were being 
examined it only required a single day 
for the Chicago designers to meet the 
seventeen amendments recommended by 
the department engineers. The plans are 
approved, with the agreement by the 
architects that the wind-bracing of the 
structure will be greater than at first 
provided, and that additional staircases 
will be installed, each double staircase to 
be inclosed in fireproof partitions,

iliary fire apparatus consisting of stand 
444 throughout the entire structure, 
with exterior Siamese connections on each 
floor, and hose, wrenches, axes, and other 
apparatus convenient to them.

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SCARED TO DEATH BY STORM. 


Man with Heart Disease Dies as Light- 
ning Strikes His House. 


In the midst of yesterday's thunder- 
storm, a bolt of lightning struck some 
metal work on the outside of the house 
at 2,447 Hoffman Street, the Bronx. Will- 
fam U. Sherwood was lying in bed ill with 
heart disease, and at the stroke and peal 
of thunder he sprang from the bed into 
which the lightning flash darted, uttered 
a cry, and then fell back on the bed.

RAILROAD TIED UP BY STORM.

New Haven Tralns Delayed by 
Cutting Off of Power. 


The New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Ratlroad trains were tied up for several 
hours last night following the severe 
electrical storm in the afternoon which 
swept along the line from Boston south- 
ward to this city. Passengers on both 
local and express trains bound north and 
south fretted while the trains lay inac- 
tive along the tracks, many of them mid- 
way between stations. It was announced 
at Grand Central Station that the elec- 
tric power had given out. 

Whether lightning struck 
house or the third rail was not known 
at this end of the line, and dispatches 
from Greenwich and other points along 
the route were equally in the dark as to 
the cause for the lack of power. 

A dispatch from Greenwich last night 
said that several loud explosions had been 
heard in the vicinity of Coscob, and that 
the residents there were badly frightened. 
The Westinghouse Electric managers said 
that they thought the lightning struck the 
wires somewhere along the New Haven 
tracks, but were not sure. The dispatch 
also said a report was current that a 
fuse had blown out in the power house 
which electrifies the third rail of the 
New Haven system. 

At the Grand Central Station friends of 
passengers on the stalled trains waited 
hours for the overdue trains to arrive. 
On the bulletin board was posted early in 
the evening: 

‘No power. All southbound New York, 
New Haven & Hartford trains are from 
one to two hours late.”

Bather Seized with Cramps Nearly 
Drowns Cousin and Policeman. 


Albert M. Reiners of 107 Vernon Avenue, 
Brooklyn, a clerk in the Tax Department, 
took his cousin, Charles Reiners of Hun- 
tington, Penn., who is visiting him, for a 
swim at Captain's Pier, Bay Twentieth 
Street, Bath Beach, yesterday, and when 
they were about 200 yards from shore 
Charles was seized with cramps and 
grabbed Albert, who swam to his assis- 
tance, around the neck and dragged him 
under. 

More than 500 bathers were in the 
water or on the sand, and several women 
fainted and others became hysterical 
when the cousins rose to the surface, only 
to sink again a moment later. Albert 
battled bravely but vainly against his 
cousin's grip about his neck. 

Policeman Cadzer of the Bath Beach 
Station, who was in the water, swam 
toward the cousins and tried to aid them, 
but was also caught, like Albert, in 


| Charles's grip and dragged down. 


Then Bernard Tuthill, a life saver at the 
beach, and Frank Stevenson of 8,654 Bay 
Twenty-fourth Street swam out to the 
drowning men and struggled for several 
minutes with the Reinerses and Cadzer, 
— the crowd watched breathless on 
shore, 

At last they managed to break Charles's 
Cadzer was able to swrm in unaid- 
ed, but Albert was greatly exhausted and 
Charles became unconscious. The cousins 
were carried to the beach, where Dr. Lang 
of the Reception Hospital worked over 
them, and after half an hour’s work re- 
suscitated Charles.

LUND RUINED, ENDED LIFE. 
Belief That Banker Used Bogus Mort- 


gages as Loan Securities.

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 6.—John G. Lund. 
the ‘‘landman,” millionaire, and Demo- 
cratic politician, who shot himself yester- 
day, ended his life to escape disgrace and 
a prison cell. 

Alberta Logan, a young stenographer, 
{t was discovered, has signed mortgage 
papers for Lund, which purport to show 
that she gave him thousands of dollars 
in money on mortgages. Lelia Race, 
stenographer and clerk, diq the same 
thing, according to litigants in sults pend- 
ing against Lund in the Hennipen County 
courts. It is believed that Lund used 
these spurious mortgages as security for 
loans. 

Thus entangled, Lund staked his all, 
according to his acquaintances, on wheat. 
He sold, and Wednesday the market rose 
5 cents. By noon Lund had lost thou- 
sands and thousands of dollars. By 1 
o’clock, when the market was closing at 
an advance of 5 cents, the one-time mil- 
lionaire knew_he was doomed to death 
or disgrace. Five minutes before the 
market closed he ended his life. 

For the last four or five years Lund’s 
speculations in real estate have been 
disastrous. Ten suits on romissory 
notes covered by alleged fictitious mort- 
gages had been brought against him in 
the last year. 

Lund’s schemes for obtaining money 
were unique. His principal one, court 
records show, was getting money on per- 
sonal notes, secured by worthless mort- 
paeee gn lands in Minnesota and the Da- 
otas. It is estimated the amount of 
money obtained in this way will reach into 
the thousands. His victims live in Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, and the Da- 
kotas. They are banks, farmers, widows, 
and workingmen. 

Robbinsdale Bank, of which Lund was 
President, was closed to-day, after the 
Board of Directors had held a meeting. 
Fifty depositors were waiting outside the 
building at the time. The announcement 
caused a slight demonstration. 

Mrs. Lund died a year ago. The palatial 
Lund home, once the scene of brilliant 
society events, has been yacant since 
Mrs. Lund’s death. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The First Na- 
tional Bank of Belle Plaine, Minn., was

DRAW LINES TIGHTER 


Object of a Meeting Yesterday 
Interpreted to Keep Some 
, Theatres Closed. 


JOINT FUND FOR RENTALS) 


Thus Independents Would Find the 
Road Harder and the Organiza- 
tion’s Power Would be Absolute. 


A formal announcement was issued from 
the offices of Klaw & Erlanger last night 
relative to a meeting of theatrical men 
there yesterday. The meeting was un- 
derstood to be held for the purpose of 
affiliating the theatre owners of the coun- 
try, to arrange co-operation in certain 
changes in theatrical conditions, and es- 
pecially to discuss the possibility of 
eliminating from the showman’s map a 
number of apparently superfluous thea- 
tres. 

There were present at the meeting be- 
sides Messrs. Klaw and Erlanger, who} 
also represented Charles Frohman, B. F. 
Keith of Boston, F. F. Proctor, 8S. Z. Poli, 
Percy G. Williams of New York, C. E.| 
Kohl of Chicago, Martin Beck of the Or- 
pheum Circuit, who also represented Mr. | 
Meyerfeld of San Francisco; Lee Shubert, 
George B. Cox of Cincinnati, Samuel F. 
Nixon, representing Nixon & Zimmerman; | 
Al Hayman, John H. Havlin of Stair & 
Havlin, E. F. Albee, Samuel Scribner, J. 
J. Murdock, M. C. Anderson, L. Weber, 
H. Fehr, and H. M. Ziegler. The formal | 
announcement of what took place said: 


Statement of Proceedings. 


“Mr. Mare Klaw called the meeting to} 
order. On motion of George B. Cox, A. 
lL. Erlanger was made Chairman and 
H. M. Ziegler Secretary of the temporary 
organization. A resolution was at once 
passed empowering the chair to appoint 
a committee representing the various in- 
terests represented at the meeting, it 
being understood that each interest was 
to select its own representative. 

“As a result of this motion the Chair | 
appointed the following committee to} 
draw up a plan of operation which would 
be submitted to the entire organization at 
its next meeting, and if agreed upon to 
form a basis for permanent organization: 
Marc Klaw, Lee Shubert, Percy G. Will- 
jams, Samuel Scribner, Martin Beck, J. 
H. Haviin, J. J. Murdock, M. C. Ander- 
son, and H. Fehr. 

‘It will be seen from the list of names 
of those present and on the committee 
that the high-price theatres, the popular- 
price theatres, vaudeville and burlesque 
were all represented. The object of the 
meeting was to discuss the possibility of a 
geeral “betterment of theatrical condi- 
tions and a harmonious co-operation to- 
ward that end. No merger was discussed, 
nor was One contemplated. 

*“*One of the subjects which took up con- 
siderable thme was the fact that new 
theatres are constantly belng erected for 
which there are no suitable attractions to 
fill the time, and the further fact that 
as legitimaye theatrical managers do not 
fee] warranted in leasing these additional 
houses, these theatres a fall into 
the hands of overnight speculators, who 
have no permanent or sincere interest in 
theatricals, and whor ‘enancy in no way 
contributes to the .eral welfare of 
the theatrical situativ. 

‘The committee above named was re- 
quested to take up this, among other sub- 
jects, and authorized to give its best 
time and thought to a pessible adjust- 
ment and tmprovement of this undesirable 
condition. The meeting was adjourned to 
be’ convened at the call of the commit- 
tee.”’ 

Drawing the Lines Tighter. 


That some important meeting of theatre 
owners of all classes was to be held 
this week had been generally known. In 
fact, there was a preliminary meeting on 
Wednesday. The purpose of the meeting 


was widely aiscussed in Broadway last 
night. 

One well-known theatrical man ventured 
the statement, “They are going to do 
away with the bum theatres,’ and that 
Was substantially the consensus of out- 
side opinion. Whatever may be the other 
purposes of the organization now in the 
process of formation, no doubt was felt 
that the owners of theatres are making 
an effort to draw the lines of exclusion 
even a bit tighter and to make the thea- 
—— business even more a close corpora- 
tion. 

The organization in this manner of the 
leading theatre owners of the country re- 
calls the recent successful organization of 
the National Association of Theatrical 
Producing Managers, who have sought to 
lower railroad rates and to obtain other 
benefits for their associates. It is admit- 
ted that many minor towns and some 
large cities have now more theatres than 
they can well normally suppor$, especially 
in times of financial depression. 

The tendency to discourage more thea- 
tre building is a blow directly against the 
new managers who may wish to organize 
opposition circuits, such as the orris 
vaudeville circuit and the contemplated 
new melodrama circuit. In originating 
an opposition the natural course has been 
to make contracts with theatres which 
have not been well supplied by attrac- 
tions by the established chief managers. 
To make the limiting of the theatre cir- 
cults effective it is necessary to include 
all branches of the business, as other- 
wise a house eliminated from the first- 
class houses would simply book popular- 
price attractions or vaudeville. 


Fund to Keep Theatres Closed. 


An article published last Sunday in Chi- 
cago sald: ‘‘ The plan is now that a fund 
shall be created from contributions made 


by all the interested parties, and. this 
fund will be used to pay the rent for a 
season, at least, of the superfluous the- 
atres which it is proposed to close. Thus 
an enormous waste that has been goin 
on for more than a year will be stoppe, 
and the theatrical business in America 
rendered a closer corporation than ever 
it was before.” 

A prominent man who attended the 
meeting at the Klaw & Erlanger offices 
said last night that the scheme of con- 
tributing to a fund to pay the rent for 
certain theatres which cannot now be 
profitably operated or supplied with at- 
tractions creditable to the producing man- 
agers would probably be carried out. An- 
other meeting is expected before many 
days.

CONFUSION, BUT NO RIOTING 


Hardship for the Poor and Hospital 
Patients—Merchants Fear Ruin 
of Their Business. 


Where Transfers riave Ceased. 


‘Transfers have been cut off by the 
elimination of the Central Park Rall- 
road from the Metropolitan system at 
these points: 

From the Fifty-ninth Street Crosstown 
line to the Ninth Avenue, Eighth Avenue, 
Columbus Avenue, Amsterdam Avenue cars; 
Seventh Avenue, Sixth Avenue, Madison 
Avenue, Lexington Avenue, and Secong 
Avenue cars running north and south, and 
First Avenue cars, running north. 

From the East Side Beit line to the Twen- 
ty-eighth, Twenty-third, Fourteenth, Eighth, 
Prince, Spring, Grand, Canal, and Duane 
Street cars, and to all cars at the Battery. 
From the West Side Belt Line to the Twen- 
ty-ninth Twenty-third, Fourteenth, Elghth, 
Houston, Spring, Grand, Canal, and Cham- 
bers Street cars, and to all cars at the 
Battery. 


These routes have been changed: 


Sixth Avenue and Amsterdam Avenue cars 
use Fifty-third instead of Fifty-ninth 
Street, between Sixth and Ninth Avenues. 

Broadway and Columbus Avenue cars use 
Fifty-third Street instead of Fifty-ninth 
Street, between Seventh and Ninth Ave- 
hues 

First Avenue branch cars of the Sixth 
Avenue line are discontinued. A separate 
line is now run-along First Avenue from 
Fifty-ninth Street to 125th Street. 

Avenue C horse cars westbound turn 
south at Houston and Washington Streets, 
and reach Desbrosses Street Ferry by 
Washington and Watts Streets; return 
through Watts and Greenwich Streets to 
Chariton Street, 

Christepher and East Twenty-third Street 
Ferry cars eastbound run only to Four- 
teenth Street and Avenue A, instead of: to 
East Twenty-third Street Ferry, via Ave- 
nue A. ° 


Cars three-quarters empty, hundreds of 
persons walking, and many disputes with 
conductors, marked the first day’s inde- 
pendent operation yesterday of the Cen- 
tral Park, North and East River Street 
Railway Company. Some of the con- 
ductors declared that they received in 
good money very little less than before 
the Metropolitan found it advisable to 
give up its lease of the smaller company, 
but to the casual observer the appearance 
of the cars last night in the rush hours 
seemed to show that the business of the 
Fifty-ninth Street Crosstown line had 
been practically killed. 

In ten minutes, just after 5:30 o’clock, 
at what should have been the height of 
the rush hour, eighteen cars passed Co- 
lumbus Circle, They carried altogether 
14 passengers. Half an hour later, in ten 
minutes, nineteen cars passed Lexington 
Avenue carrying 104 passengers. Soon 
after 5 o'clock, in ten minutes, there 
passed Second Avenue eighteen cars with 
only 40 passengers. 

““T see lots of them walking whom I 
know well by sight as regular passen- 
gers,’ said one conductor. ‘It'll do ’em 
good, Why, it’s got so in this town that 
people won't go three blocks without tak- 
ing a car. Still I miss them. It’s kind of 
lonesome not having any passengers.” 

At Second Avenue is the terminus of 
the new Blackwell's Island Bridge. There 
are 400 or 500 men employed on it, and 
in the past, when the whistle blew at 
5 o’clock, they crowded the car to the 
suffocation point for a quarter of an 
hour. Yesterday hardly one of them rode 
across town. They either tramped it or 
took a Metropolitan car running north 
and south, and reached their homes by 
devious ways via Thirty-fourth or Elghty- 
sixth Streets. 

At Thirty-fourth Street and Forty-seo- 
ond Street and Tenth Avenue are the sole 
remaining transfer points between the 
Central Park’s Belt Line and the Metro- 
politan cars. Here both companies use 
the same tracks, and there is some dis- 
pute about the title. Until that is settled 
the transfers will remain. 


Some Trouble in Early Hours. 


All day long, but especially in the early 
morning rush hour, from 6 to 7, there was 
a good deal of trouble for the conductors. 
The public had not yet grasped the mean- 
ing of the change, and presented transfer 
slips, with the expectation that they could 
travel as of yore. They were surprised 
and indignant when the conductors de- 
clared that only good money would go in 
future, and were by no means easy to 
convince that they were not being de- 
frauded of their natural rights. 

The Inspectors were on the lookout. 
As one car ran by Columbus Circle the 
conductor was having a lively dispute 
with a passenger. An Inspector hopped 
on the car, but was off again in a mo- 
ment, 

“He came around all right,” he re 
marked as he regained his post. ‘“‘ When 
he saw me bounce on he reached down 
in his jeans. We haven’t had any real 
trouble so far.” 

What he meant by real trouble was & 
regular row. There were hundreds of 
expostulations, and at every street corner 
policemen had to Hsten to tirades of pro- 
tests, punctured by the waving of trans- 
fer slips in their faces. Foreign workmen 
were the hardest to satisfy. To them the 
large notices in big type which have 
been In the car-windows for some days 
had been unintelligible, and it taxed the 
linguistic powers of conductors and po- 
licemen to explain to them that their 
rights of Wednesday no longer existed on 
Thursday. Later, however, they evidently 
found the explanation of the new state 
of affairs, and left the cars to run empty 
at night and g>t home as best they could. 

What made it much harder for the con. 
ductors was the action of the Metropol- 
itan in still issuing transfers to the Fifty- 
ninth Street crosstown lines. Again and 
again was this appealed to by passengers, 
and generally the conductors allowed the 

lea to prevail. They did not insist on 
urning off every passenger, but allowed 


them to have one more free ride rather 
than create a scene. 


Passengers Were “ Whipsawed.” 


Then it was found that the Metropolitan 
was not always honoring its own trans- 
fers.

dience. The first he made clear by this 
anecdote: 

“As I was entering the hall here to- 
day I was introduced to a very charming 
daughter of Virginia, a married lady, of 
whom I inquired on hearing her name— 
which was a Virginia name—whether she 
was a relative of a friend of my.own 
from Virginia who bore the same name. 

““*Oh! no,’ she replied. ‘My poor hus- 


band is a Yankee.’ ”’ 

This story seemed to remove the first 
embarrassment. The other was Mr. 
Taft’s diffidence in discussing before the 
bar of Virginia a technical question, 
“because, you know,” he sald, ‘ eight 
years ago I ceased to be a Judge and be- 
came a mere politician.”’ 


Mr. Taft’s Speech. 


Judge Taft presented his subject by 
stating that the end sought in the admin- 
istration of justice was to promote tran- 
quillity and contentment among the 
people. Mr. Taft expressed a doubt that 
our present administration of justice in- 


sured general popular satisfaction with 
its results. 

‘“‘There are,” he said, ‘abundant evi- 
dences that the prosecution of criminals 
has not been certain and thorough to the 
point of preventing popular protest. The 
existence of lynching in all parts of the 
country is directly traceable to this lack 


of uniformity and thoroughness In the en-} 


forcement of our criminal laws. 

“I believe that the institution of pri- 
vate property, next to that of personal lib- 
erty, has had most to do with the uplift- 
ing and physical and moral improvement 
of the whole human race, but that it is 
not inconsistent with the rights of private 
property to impose limitations upon its 
uses for unlawful purposes, and that this 
is the remedy for reform rather than the 
abolition of the institution itself. 

‘‘I venture to think that one evil which 
has not attracted the attention of 
the community at large, but which 
is likely to grow in Importance, as the in- 
equality between the poor and the rich 
in our civilization is studied, is the delays 
in the administration of justice between 
individuals. As between two wealthy cor- 
porations or two wealthy individual liti- 
gants, and where the subject matter of 
the litigation reaches to tens and hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, our present sys- 
tem, while not perfect, is not so far from 
proper results as to call for anxiety. The 
Judges of the country, both State and Na- 
tional, are average good men. Venality in 
our Judges is very rare. . 


Poor Litigant Suffers. 


“The inequality that exists in our pres- 
ent administration of justice and that 
sooner or later is certain to rise and 
trouble us, and to call for popular con- 
demnation and reform, is In the unequal 
burden which the delays and expense of 
litigation under our system imposes on 
the poor litigant.’’ 

One remedy, Mr. Taft said, must be re- 
form in our judicial procedure which is 
now too cumbersome. Another would be 
more expedition on the part of Judges in 
rendering their opinions. Delay, he said, 
always worked to the detriment of the 
poor and to the benefit of the wealthy liti- 
gant. As to appeals, Mr. Taft believes 
that ‘‘court of first instance’’ and the 
intermediate Appellate Court should be

New York Insurance Men Want! 


to End Freak Policy Writing 
in This State, They Say. 


IS EVADED 


And Call the Bryan Election Policies 
Gambling its Most 
Vicious Form. 


in 


Attention which has centred on the 
Lloyd's of London through the publicity 
given to insurance placed in New York 
against Bryan's election, and more re- 
cent reports’ of financial difficulties 
among some of the Lloyd's underwriters, 
has focused the resentment of regularly 
incorporated New York insurance compa- 
nies against the invasion of their field by 
Lloyd's into a movement to draft legisla- 
tion which will make impossible the writ- 
ing of Lloyd’s policies in this State. 

The New York State laws forbid: the 
writing of insurance by any but regularly 
entered companies, strictly safeguarded 
by State laws, except In the case of extra 
insurance which New York companies. re- 
fuse. These extra risks may be placed by 
licensed agents under the law, of whom 
there are about fifteen in the State, with 


outside companies. It is contended by 
New York insurance men, however, that 
the representatives of Lloyd's underwrit- 
ers have found it easy to evade the legal 
restrictions in regular insurance, particu- 
larly in the field of automobile risks and 
the bonding of bank and other responsible 
employes, 

The State Insurance Department has 
already been working on these evasions 
of the law. Daniel T. Gordon, Acting 
Deputy Superintendent of the Insurance 
Department, said yesterday that the Dis- 
trict Attorney has under consideration the 
cases of certain brokers who have been 
taking insurance for Lloyd’s. President 
Joyce of the National Surety Company 
added to this that loopholes in the State 
law of which advantage has been taken 
by Lloyd’s representatives here would be 
closed up by a bill now being framed for 
submission at the next session of the Leg- 
islature. The provisions of this bill, Mr. 
Joyce said, would put an end to the m- 
bling policies now being placed in New 
York with Lloyd’s agents by making it a 
misdemeanor to sign this class of con- 
tracts in Néw York. 

Mr. Joyce was bitter in his denunciation 
of the practices of many of the Lloyd’s 
underwriters.. “That these men are gam- 
blers in the most vicious form under the 

ise of doing an insurance business has 
ong been the opinion of legitimate in- 

surance men,’’ said Mr. Joyee. “If any 
American company issued such policies 
as Lloyd's has written against the elec- 
tion of Mr. Bryan, which are equivalent 
to betting at odds of from 8% to 1 up, or 
if any American company undertook to 
insure against rainy weather on the day 
of the big racing meet, or, in fact, to write 
any suc policies as these for which 
Lioyd’s is famous, the State authorities 
would come down on that company fast 
enough, Yet, these men in London, work- 
ing under none of the restrictions or 
Se Aa tem of solvency with which the 
tate laws surround the companies here, 
are permitted: by various subterfuges di- 
rectly’ to compete in this territory with 
regularly incorporated companies.”’ 

The story printed in Wednesday’s Times 
concerning the financial condition of some 
of the Lloyd’s underwriters has led to 
careful inquiry by New York brokers who 
have been writing Lloyd’s insurance, One 
of these firms, doing a large business with 
the London society, received this cable 
dispatch yesterday in answer to a query 
as to the extent of the trouble: 

No syndicate insolvent. Only three men 
po sot in syndicate in question. Believe all 

claims are.guaranteed: Lioyd’s have confi- 
dence of biggest English insurers. 

The possible effects of the embarrass- 
ment of a single Lioyd’s syndica 2 has led 
to much misapprehension among insur- 
ance men of New York, where the tra- 
ditional s@undness of the Lloyd’s under- 
writers has been accepted without ques- 
tion and without exact understanding of 
the Lloyd’s organization. One of the best 
informed insurance men in New York un- 
dertook yesterday to explain wherein the 
credit behind the Lloyd's policies differs 
from that behind policies issued by com- 
panies here whose solvency {1s carefully 
watched by the State authorities, and 
which are required to maintain a capital 
and gh ee unimpaired, with their invest- 
ments limited to certain prescribed lines. 

“It is a mistake to suppose,”’ this man 
said, “that Lloyd’s corporation, which 
has ahout 700 members, stands behind 
every Lloyd’s policy. Hach member, on 
admission, makes a cash deposit of £5,000, 
but this sum secures only his marine un- 
derwriting, and in addition to this the 
entire security behind his name is his 
individual credit and. whatever surplus 
his group of underwriters may have ac- 
cumulated. Many underwriters make an 
additional deposit of £5.000 to secure their 
fire underwriting, but the original deposit 
and the total funds on deposit with the 
society, which amount to about $30,000,- 
000, have no concern with any but marine 
insurance. 

“The publicity which is compulsory 
upon the affairs of companies here is en- 
tirely lacking at Lloyd's. No one has 
any power to investigate the underwriting 
of individual members. 

“Under the spur of heavy losses which 

have fallen on many of the syndicates in 
recent years a secret investigation has 
been started as to Nabilities which are 
| being assumed by some of the members 
and some feforms are talked of. A sys- 
tem of interim insurance has been devised 
which, however, has not gone very far. 
In consideration of a nominal tax In the 
form of a premium of one-half of 1 per 
cent., or something of the kind, the mem- 
bers reinsure one another. Then starting 
with this year the committee which rules 
the society has required a signed declara- 
tion that the amount of insurance lodged 
is not less than the premium income of 
the lodger for the previous year. This 
arrangement is not mandatory, and two 
| large syndicates have not lodged a guar- 
} antee this year. So far as Js wnown these 
| syndicates are financially sound.” °

HEAT DROVE HIM TO SUICIDE. 


Robert Turnbull Shot Himself—Once 
Known as “ Bob Kilbourn ” the Fighter 


In a fit of insanity, due to the intense 
heat of the last three days, Robert Turn- 


bull, head of the Turnbull Realty Com- 
pany, with offices in the Marbridge Build- 
ing, at Thirty-fourth Street and Sixth 
Avenue, shot himself through the head at 
his home, 4,501 Thirteenth Avenue, Bor- 
ough Park, Brooklyn, late on Wednesday 
night. He died instantly. 

According to the statement of Joseph A. 
Wheelock, who with E. J. Bliss formed 
the firm of which Mr. Turnbull was the 
principal, he had no reason for taking his 
life. He was in his forty-fifth year and 
enjoyed excellent health. * 

Before Mr. Turnbull went into the real 
estate business some years ago he was 
known as “ Bob Kilbourn,” a prizefighter. 
As a youth he won distinction as an ama- 
teur boxer, and later became a profes- 
sional fighter. He fought two battles as 
a middleweight with Jack Dempsey, and 
traveled over the country with John L. 
Sullivan, meeting all comers in_ short 
battles. His fighting career closed after 
his defeat by Reagan at Rochester. He 
became afterward a writer on sporting 
events, and later went into the real estate 
business, 


CITY LEASES | FOUR FERRIES. 


Takes 


Over East River Lines for a 
Period of Six Months. 


The operation of the East River ferries 
is not to cease. The city, through the 
Sinking Fund Commission, authorized the 
Dock Commissioner to lease four of the 
lines, and the line from Forty-second 
Street, Manhattan, to Broadway, Will- 
jlamsburg, will be operated as at present.

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CANADIAN PACIFIC 


Trainmen Expected to Join the 
Mechanics and Refuse to 
Take Out Mails. 


GRIEVANCES OF EMPLOYES 


Rumor That Japanese Are to be Used 
as Strike-Breakers Without Founda- 


tion—Store House Burned. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Aug. 6.—The 
crux of the mechanical strike situation on 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad lies in the 
attitude of the engineers, firemen, and 
conductors, Indications are that four days 
hence the whole Canadian Pacific Ralil- 
way service will be tied up by these 
operatives refusing to take out mails on 
the ground that the trains have not been 
properly inspected. The two opposing 
forces in the strike have cut all possible 
hope of reconciliation. The railroad shops 
last night were dark,, none of the me- 
chanics being on duty, and are not lto- 
day. The department closed throughout 
the day, and at night a number of wipers 
only were at work, they being foreigners 
picked up around the Canadian lines. 

* All Canadian Pacific connections in the 
United States will be affected if the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad attempts to force 
any of its employes to repair locomotives 
or cars,’ said J. C. McVey, Chairman of 
the General Executive Committee, to-day, 
‘But we have the ee of the Inter- 
national Union, also o 
Labor, for which we arranged at meet- 
ings held in St. Paul and Chicago, at- 
tended by myself, A. R. Somerville, and 
Bell Hardy, representing the Canadian 
union on the Canadian Pacific Railroad, 
last week,”’ he continued. 

To the surprise of the citizens and alarm 
of the company word was received to-day 
from Second Vice President Whyte, now 
at Vancouver, to open no negotiations 
with the men until his arrival here Sat- 
urday. Mr. Whyte gave out the first 
statement of the company to-day. 
said: 

“It is not our place to take any action 
in the matter. When the Conciliation 
Board made its ruling I telegraphed to 
Ottawa that their findings were not, from 
our point of view, a satisfactory settle- 
ment to the company of the spirit of the 
Lemiux Conciliation act, but we would 
agree to them. 
present situation and are saying nothing 
about it.’’ 

Boards of Trade and grain exchanges 
throughout the West are advising a 
speedy settlement, urging that in a few 
days wheat will be waiting to be Coy | et 
to the seaboard. There are a few Italians 
working on car trucks in the motive power 
department, besides a few aged employes, 
who still have six months to serve in 
order to draw a pension. They were told 
that if they deserted their work benches 
they might lose their positions and their 
pensions. These old men preferred to 
stick by the company, so the strikers did 
not bother them. 

To-night all the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road shops are in darkness, as the elec- 
tricilans operating the Ight plant have 
declined to work with non-union men. 

Word reached here to-night that the 
Canadian Pacific coal storehouse was to- 
day burned at North Bay, Ontario. At 
noon to-day at Kenora, Ontario, a division 
point east of here, a locomotive was 
run into a turntable pit, and it is as- 
serted that the act was that of one of 
the striking shopmen. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Aug. 6.—A con- 
servative estimate to-day places the num- 
ber of men out on strike in the Canadian 
Pacific Railway shops throughout Canada 
at more than 6,000, It is expected the 
international officers will be here shortly. 

A more detailed account of the differ- 
ences between the men and the railroad 
company was set forth to-night by one of 
those interested as follows: 

The men want -to work in three elght- 
hour shifts—S to 4, 4 to 12, and 12 to 8; 
the company wants to overlap an hour at 
each end in order to avoid paying over- 
time. 

The company wanted the ratio of appren- 
tices to be one apprentice to three men. 
The Conciliation Board made it one to four, 
and the men wanted one to five. 

The men wanted to employ machinists only 
to operate a drill press where a boring or 
facing tool ts required; the company wants 
to employ either machinists or machinists’ 
helpers. 

The board indorsed the contention ofthe 
company, that boilermakers be classified as 
regards ability, claiming this would reduce 
the wages of but 5 per cent. The 
claim it reduce the wages of 
per cent. 

The men claimed that the clause providing 
that the men charged with a fault and who 
are found ‘‘entirely blameless’’ shall be 
paid for lost time is ambiguous, as a wide 
interpretation might be put upon the words 
‘‘entirely blameless.”* 

The men also object to rulings made in 
Winnipeg, without any evidence from the 
employes in Montreal, being binding in 
the East.

Negroes Defending Washington 
Fort Refused to “Die” Bee 
fore White Attacking Force. 


FREE FIGHT WAS RESULT 


Colored Militia Put to Flight and Thelr 
Defense of Fort Hunt Ab- 
ruptly Ends Manoeuvres. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Bayonets, 
clubs, and stones were utilized late last 
night in an assault on Fort Hunt by a 
mixed force of regulars and militia, and 
feeling has reached such a pitch that fur- 
ther manoeuvres of the kind will be aban- 
doned. No one was seriously injured. 
The attacking party made the sally under 
cover of the darkness from Fort Wash- 
ington, across the Potomac River. When 
they came upon a group of negro defend- 
ers on the slopes beneath Fort Hunt the 
trouble started. 

Forts Washington and Hunt are situ- 
ated thirty miles down the river, and 
guard the approach to the National capl- 
tal. The militia of the District of Colum- 
bia is divided between the two forts, and 
has been drilling with the big guns. 


Early yesterday the Fort Washington / 


force sent out scouts. When night fell, 
the troops were quietly ferried across the 
stream and landed, although the search- 
lights at Fort Hunt were in play. When 
the defenders discovered the enemy there 
was a smart fire from the trenches in 
advance of the works, and mem were sent 
out to repel the invaders. 

The men from Fort Washington were 
prepared for a frontal attack, but & small 
force had been detached before this ma- 
noeuvre with instructions to carry the 
fort from the rear. It was this force 
that nearly precipitated a race war. 

The invaders were deploying up a hill, 
when they were suddenly confronted by 
ten negro infantrymen of the First Sep- 
arate Battalion, members of the militia,

constructively in 
whelming foe. 

“Get out o’ the way,” roared a young 
militia officer. ‘‘ You’re deader’n a can 
o’ cold sardines.”’ : 

Jes’ yo’ all come along an’ we'll show 
yo’ we all are a pow'ful sight alive,’”’ re- 
plied one of the negroes. 

There was a rattling of steel as bayo- 
nets were fixed and slammed home on 
the barrels of the invaders’ rifles. Then 
the twenty-five white men from Fort 
Washington “came along.” 

The invaders swarmed up the hill like 
cats. The negroes, realizing that this 
was more than mimic warfare, clubbed 
thelr guns and prepared to put’ up a real 
fight. The wonder of it is that there 
were no casualties, for a Peg skirmish 
tock place on the brow of the hill lasting 
several minutes. 

Upon investigation it was found that 
one of the invaders had a bump on his 
head as big as a goose egg where a rifle 
butt in the hands of a negro fell, while 
several of the negroes were scratched 
and their clothes torn by the thrusts of 
the bayonets. The skirmish ended with 
the negroes in real flight. Luckily the 
militia officer regained control of. his men 
and prevented their pursuit. . 

In the frontal attack 
thrown by the invaders. The defenders 
replied in kind, and when close quarters 
were reached they resorted to the use of 
clubs. 

The umpires decided after the “ battle ”’ 
that Fort Hunt had beeen taken. This 
so incensed the Fort Hunt garrison that 
a newsboy bearing papers containing the 
verdict was set upon in the fort to-day 
and roughly handled, his papers being 
torn to shreds. 

In view of the feeling between the races 
and between the men of the two forts it 
has been decided to attempt no further 
manoeuvres of the kind. So far as is 
known to-night the officers will make no 
official inquiry into the clash of last night. 
The matter will be allowed to rest.

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RADICALISM AT THE PRIMARIES. 

Wednesday was primary day in Kan- 
gas and Oklahoma. The people of 
those States exercised their right of 
direct nomination with results that 
must be gtatifying to every trueborn 
radical. In Oklahoma both parties 
made nominations not only for United 
States Senator, but for Congressman 
in each of the five districts except the 
Fifth, where the Republicans’ seem to 
have not thought it worth while to put 
forward a candidate. The Democrats, 
of course, gave their vote of confidence 
to the blind Senator, Mr. Gore. He is 
@ radical of the genuine Bryan type. 

In Kansas Senator Lone was defeated 
for the Republican nomination for Sen- 
ator by J. L. Bristow, who is a radical 
after Mr. LA Fo.uette’s own heart. If 
the Kansas Legislature had been en- 
gaged in balloting for Senator, and 
Senator La Fouuerre of Wisconsin had 
visited the Kansas capital and used his 
powers of persuasion against Mr. Lona 
and in favor of Mr. Bristow, it would 
have been called lobbying. It might 
have been resented as an impertinence. 
During the popular canvass over the 
Senatorial nomination Mr. LA FoLLeTrTs 
did visit Kansas and made many 
speeches in which he bitterly attacked 
Senator Lona, who is politically dis- 
tasteful to him and against whom he 
appears to have a personal grudge, not- 
withstanding Mr. Lonc’s warm espousal 
of the radical doctrines of President 
RoosevELtT.. This, we suppose, is not 
lobbying. The people havé a right to 
be addressed by anybody to whom they 
are willing to listen, and the people of 
Kansas appear to have listened with 
much pleasure to the radical] Senator 
from Wisconsin. He is credited with an 
influential part in securing Mr. Bris- 
tow’s triumph. Mr. Bristow will, not 
be so useful a Senator as Mr. Lona, but 
he is active, industrious, and will give 
effective help to Senator La FoLLETTE 
in making trouble.

THE TRANSFER QUESTION. 

The traveling public has lost the 
transfer privileges because it under- 
valued them. They were undervalued 
because the public thought it got them 
for nothing, the railways supplying 
them because they were bidden to by 
law. This was not the way tHe system 
began, and may perhaps be started 
again after an interval. The genesis of 
the transfer system was the fact that 
people would not pay 10 cents to ride 
in two cars. So the transfers were of- 
fered to promote traffic between trunk 
and feeder lines, that is to say, between 
north and south and crosstown lines. 
This caused the traffic to move, and 
was a good thing so long as it was 
;managed by the men who were in 
charge of the roads. The trouble began 
when the law made transfers obliga- 
tory and universal. There was no 
thought of profit and loss, of the fhex- 
orable balance sheet, and the load tn 
/connection with other burdens proved 
' too heavy to carry. The law is helpless 
before bankruptcy. No transfers can 
be had from a company which cannot 
pay its bills. But the last hope has not 
vanished. Some optimists cherish the 
belief that after a time, and on a com- 
mercial basis, transfers may. be re- 
stored. 

But this ts not the road which ts 
being taken. The idea is not extinct 
that transfers may be had by order of; 
court, or by amendment of statutes, 
One lesson to the contrary seems not 
sufficient even to correct the ideas of 


is talking about ordering transfers if 
upon a capital valuation it seems pos- 
sible to do so without confiscation. 
Nothing worse could be done in the 
permanent interest of New York tran- 
sit. There is a hereafter, and other 
roads will be needed, but the declara- 
tion that any capital venturing into the 
enterprise will,.be skinned as close as 
the law allows will repel even the bold- 
est. This is seen now, even in the 
Southern States, where railway baiting 
was wildest. The local situation will 
improve most easily and rapidly upon 
appreciation of the principles set forth, 
for a single example, in the New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat: 

A mere physical valuation of the 
lines is not an absolute criterion, be- 
cause the cost of terminals, the losses 
incurred in building through unde- 
veloped districts and similar items 
must be taken into the account. A 
railroad is a partner in the Nation’s 
prosperity, as an individual is, and 
the good-will has a value which is none 
the less real from the fact that it is 
somewhat vague. The great systems 
of the South and West would never 
have been built if there had been no 
more tempting inducement than a-divi- 
dend of 5 or 6 per cent. on the outlay. 
It would, therefore, seem that the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission must 
have an eye to the past and the fut- 
ure alike. 

There is an even better reason why 
it would not be wise for the Public Ser- 
vice Commission to order the restora- 
tion of transfers after a physical valu- 
ation. They may not have the right to 
do so, There has been a decision with- 
in a few weeks that a franchise to op- 
erate a railway is a contract, and that 
the rates of fare cannot be altered 
under cover of a retained right to regu- 
late the company’s business.

Lture; but to display the motives that 
ave determined the historic F icons as 
it has in reality been unfolded. 

“History is, the record of man's efforts 
to. solve the problems with which_ his 
nature and his environment confront him, 
It 1s good for mankind to realize that, 
although living in a universe governed 
by law, as a result of its freedom it has 
sometimes gone wrong; and that, without 
a loyal adherence to great.principles, it 
may gO wrong again. The best antidote 
to this Mat eg is a true science of 
the past. But, whether it be for good or 
for evil, as men of science, dealing with 
the largest and most instructive aspect of 
human development, historians are bound 
by that scientific conscience which is the 
test, the badge, and the glory of their 
profession, to unveil reality and to give 
meaning to the words, ‘ Die’ elt- 
geschichte ist das Weltgericht.’”

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PARK SWANS KILLED 
BY OIL DRAINAGE 


Eight Succumbed to Poisonous 
Fluid Used to Lay the 
Dust on the Drives. 


|'FOWL MOVED TO LOWER LAKE 





Stricken Birds’ Necks Stiffened and 
They Died in Convulsions—Geese 
and Ducks Affected, Too. 


Frequenters of Central Park may have 
noticed that in the last ten days the 
swans, ducks, and Canada geese have 
been moved from the large lake which 
surrounds Swan Island, to the smaller 
body of water at Fifty-ninth Street. A 
keeper explained yesterday that this 
change was made necessary because of 
the effect on, the water of the lake at 
Seventy-second Street of the ofl which 
has been spread over the drives to keep 
down the dust. Eight swans died, ac- 
cording to the keeper, before it was dis- 


covered that the oll was slowly polsoning 
the flock. The wash from the drives ap- 


parontly does not reach the lower lake, 
as there have been no deaths since the 
birds were moved. 

This is the first Summer the Park au- 
thorities have soaked the driveways with 
oil. The innovation was brought about 
at the suggestion of automobilists, who 
were annoyed by the dust of the road- 
ways in dry weather. Although the roads 
have been undergoing the oill-soaking 
process for a month or more, the keepers 
did not notice the effects on the lake 
fowl until very recently. 

Following a succession of rains, about a 
fortnight ago, the keepers noticed a scum 
of oil on the Seventy-second Street lake, 
but thought nothing of it at the time. A 
few days later, however, one of the 
swans began acting queerly. Its neck 
stiffened and it drifted about on the lake 
as if in great pain. The following day 
the swan was worse, and several of the 
other swans also acted xtrangely and 
had the same affection of the neck. 

The keepers let them alone thinking they 
would come around all right, but on the 
third day one of the swans died in con- 
vulsions, Other deaths followed, and then 
the keepers awoke to the fact that the 
oil was poisoning the swans. Several Can- 
ada geese were also taken ill, and even 
the ducks were not as chipper as usual, 
but, being hardier than the swans, the 
other fowl are now recovering. 

It was no easy task to remove the 
wildfowl from the upper lake to the 
jower one. The swans and geese and 
ducks had been allowed free range on 
the lake and had to be captured in nets. 
The fowl are fed up near one of the 
bridges, and at feeding times they were 
netted one by one and carried to the 
Fifty-ninth Street lake. There were al- 
ready a few swans and ducks in the lower 
lake who eyed the newcomers with in- 
terest. The keepers expected some fights, 
but the birds made up and are now liv- 
ing together in amity. 

The removal of the Canada geese from 
the upper lake probably destroys all 
chance of their breeding this year. There 
was a goose nest on Swan Island in the 
upper lake, but the birds had bad luck 
with their hatching, and no goslins have 
been forthcoming, and it is now so late 
in the season, the keepers say, that it is 
unlikely that any of them will attempt 
to rear a family this Summer. 

The keepers are now trying to devise 
some means to keep the oil from the 
roads from draining into the lake, but 
as yet have hit upon no remedy, and the 
oiling of the roads may have to be abol- 
ished. This, =e will be decided by 
the Park Board. 

Habitual visitors to the upper lake have 
missed the fowl there and the keepers 
are kept busy answering inquiries about 
the visitors’ feathered friends.

Danish Explorer Perishes on an oe 
Floe Off Greenland Coast» | 


COPENHAGEN, Aug. 6.—Mylius Erich- 
sen, the Danish ‘explorer, has met his 
death in the Far North. According to | 
information just received in a telegram | 


to the committee of the Denmark-Green- | 
land Expedition, Erichsen and two of his 
companions, who sailed with him from 
Copenhagen June 24, 1906, to the unex- ! 
plored regions of the northeastern coast | 
of Greenland, were on an expedition over | 
the ice when disaster overtook them. | 
They were on an ice floe when overtaken 
by a snowstorm. The floe drifted out 
to sea and provisions were soon exhaust- 
ed. They drifted for some days, Browing 
weaker and weaker. When the floe was 
finally driven back to land the three 
men did not have sufficient strength to 
make the effort necessary to return to 
the station. They must have perished 
on the shore. The native who brought in 
the news of the disaster arrived at the 
station in a dying condition and suc- 
er immediately after making his re- 
ort. 

Apart from these fatalities the explor- 
ing party has been successful. Large 
tracts of unknown land have been mapped 
out and thé entire northeastern coast of 
Greenland has been charted. 


Mylius Erichsen had devoted the last 
ten years of his life to the exploration of 
Greenland. His first expedition left Den- 
mark in the Summer of 1901, and did 
not return until November of 1904. 

Erichsen’s expedition, which sailed from 
Copenhagen two years ago, was supported

The Committee on Congestion of Popula- | 
tion in New York sent to the Building | 
Code Revision Commission yesterday a 


j number of suggestions regarding the reg- 


ulation of building construction in Man- 

hattan. One was that the height of build- 

ings in futyre should be limited either | 
by confining high buildings to certain 

sections, by taxing them according to the | 
rumber of their stories, or by a flat lim- | 
itation as to height. 

Another suggestion is that all buildings |} 
should be compelled to have an elevator 
capacity which, with a definintely fixed 
celerity, will empty them of all their ten- 
ants in a fixed time. A third suggestion 
is that to protect the constantly increas- 
ing passenger , traffic vehicular traffic 


should be prohibited south of Chambers 
Street during certain business hours on 
all main passenger streets. Some regula- 
tion along the latter lines is imperative, 
according to the committee. 

Accompanying these suggestions was a 
résumé of an interesting investigation 
which the committee has made, during the 
last few weeks, as to building-space con- 
ditions throughout the city, and, par- 
ticularly, below Chambers Street. Ac-| 
cording to this résumé, 52 per cent. of| 
the land area below Chambers Street is 
now occupied by buildings. Forty-seven 

er cent. is not available for new build- 
ngs, being occupied by streets and parks. | 
One per cént. ts not occupled and can still | 
be built on. The space already built upon | 
contains office space for 129,459 persons, 
factory space for 236,784 persons. as well 
as a store space of over 13,000,000 square 
eet. 

Office space in this section has increased | 
in a ratio sufficient to provide for 6,650) 
more persons a year during the last five | 
years, according to the committee’s in-/ 
vestigators. If only 6,650 new persons a/ 
year seek quarters in this district, the 
committee remarks, they could be ac- | 
commodated in one large building alone. 

Investigation of the assessment of the 
different office bullding sites of this sec- 
tion by the city shows that the sites on! 
which buildings of over fifteen stories are | 
built are ageessed almost three times as /| 
much as the sites of the smaller build- | 
ings. In the tier of blocks south of Fulton | 
Street and east of Broadway, for exam- 
ple, the assessment of the sites of bulld- 
ngs smaller than fifteen stories is found 
to average 5.21 per cent., while the assess- 
ment of sites of buildings higher than 
fifteen stories is found to average 14.53 
per cent. 

Skyscrapers are not only subject to 
heavy site assessment, but have to use 
artificial light except between 10 A. M.

BiG FLEET READY 
FOR N.Y. Y.6. CRUISE 


125 Yachts Will Sail Away from 
New London Rendezvous 
This Morning. 


CAPTAINS ON NORTH STAR 


Commanders of 
Captain Kane and Get Final 
Instructions Before tart. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW LONDON, Conn., Aug. 6.—One 
hundred and twenty-five yachts are 
swinging to their anchors to-night, await- 
ing the start of to-morrow’s race—an 
event which ushers in the annual cruise 
of the New York Yacht Club—at the New 
London anchorage. 

The usual one-gun salutes were fired at 
5 o'clock this afternoon, and then Fleet 
Captain Granville Kane had signals set 
on the North Star calling the Captains to 
a conference on beard that vessel. 

Up went the answering pennant and 
down went gigs and launches. The rain 
was still thrashing about the yachts, and 
the visitors appeared at the gangway of 
the flagship clad in dripping oflskins and 
glistening rain clothes. 

The gathering was perfunctory and in- 
forma]. The coming races were discussed, 
and the only change in the previously 
announced programme was a decision to 
make the start from Vineyard Haven to 
Provincetown at the unusually early hour 
of 6 A, M.—to make this event a one-gun 
start, to bunch all of the schooners into 
one class, and all of the sloops into an- 
other. 

The calls finished, the yachtsmen re- 
turned to their respective craft, and 
the absence of searchlights and illumina- 
tion gave augury of their intention to ob- 
tain a good night's rest against the con- 
tests that come about to-morrow. 

The programme provides for a start 
from the harbor at 9 o’clock. This first 
race of the series will be from a point 
off Sayre’s Ledge Buoy to the finish line 
off the Brenton Reef Lightship, a dis- 
tance of about forty miles, The race is 
for the Rear Commodore’s Cup, and it 


is an open one for every sailing craft. 
Two schooners and three sloops are ab- 
sorbing much attention in this initial con- 
test. he two sloops which many of the 
yachtsmen think need serious considera- 
tion are J. Rogers Maxwell's Queen and 
Rear Commodore Brewster’s Elmina. 
The sloops that have the largest follow- 
ing are the Istalena, the Aurora, and the 
Avenger. .G. Hanna's Seneca, the twen- 
ty-seven-foot sloop which last year suc- 
cessfully defended the Canada Cup, !s also 
coming in for a lot of attention, as is the 
Dorelo of the Eastern Yacht Club.

How Bankers Discuss Conditions, 


Bankers are conservatively optimistic 
both with regard to money conditions and | 
the general factors entering into a sound 
condition of affairs. There are some who 
grumble a.little at the exuberance of the 
stock market, but at the same time aver 
that they can see no good reason why 
the upward movement in prices should be 
checked, so long as it does not savor of 
absolutely rank manipulation and so long | 
as it represents a certain degree of public | 
interest based on the belief that good ; 
times are again near enough to be dis- | 
counted. One banker puts it in this way: 
“Probably if I were ultra-conservative I 
would insist on the stock market stand- 
ing still and moving at a funereal pace 
just calculated to keep time with pessi- 
mistic thoughts. There {s such a tendency 
to exaggerate prosperity that one doubts 
for a minute that the reverse can also be 
true and panic conditions be always pres- 
ent in the minds of some. I do not know 
why stocks should advance rapidly, but, 
assuming that stock traders are discount- 
ing better times, it seems to me that they 
are right. Easy money is, of course, an 
incentive to stock speculation, and then 
there is at least the hope of good crops. 
If most of the speculation originates in 
Wall Strect, it is easy to see why politics 
play so little part. They are dead sure 
down here just who is going to win.”

Waliting for a Reaction. 


It is said on a semblance of authority 
that most of the customers of commission 
houses, whether they be amateurs, semi- 
professionals, or professionals, have taken 
their profits as they found them and that 
they are now waiting for a reaction which 
will permit fhem to buy again for another 
advance. This may or may not be so, 
but it is not confirmed by ordinary ob- 
servation and casual questioning through- 
out the district. Many brokers report that 
their customers are holding their stocks, 
exhibiting conservatism only by the plac- 
ing of stop-loss orders at a liberal dis- 
tance away from the present market 
price. Some go so far that the only stop- 
loss order they will place is at a point 
that will let them out even, taking into 
consideration the purchase price, com- 
missions, taxes, and interest. In view of 
the fact that some of these stocks have 
been bought very much lower, there is not 
much reason to suppose that, in the imme- 
diate future at least, the trades will be 
stopped out.

Twelve gentlemen of leisure, with a 
fondness for card playing, all traveling 
incognito, for obvious reasons, arrived on 
the White Star liner Adriatic yesterday. 
Not one of them was aware at first of the 

Adentity or profession of the other eleven, 
and it took a day's sai] before they were 
reveuled to each other. 

When the Adriatic got up her anchors 
and Jeft Queenstown on July 31 the dozen 
cerd sharps wandered about'the deck and 
circulated through the smoking room, get- 
ting acquainted. The Irish coast was not 
yet out of sight when some one suggested 
a small game of dice throwing. Another 
suggested a game of cards, and to the 


wonder of each there were a round dozen 
of eager yolunteers. 

Seated about the green-covered tables 
in the smoking room things soon began to 
happen. Some wonderful throws were 
made at dice, and hands were held in the 
smoking room which were astounding—at 
first. Then came a “ getting acquainted, 
and until the uninitiated got into the play 
the games seemed to lose interest. 

It is recorded that two of the card 
sharps sat down to play poker. There 
was no attempt to win at first, but as the 

ame progressed it grew warmer. Final- 
vy the man known to his friends as the 
‘wealthy Bronx contractor” dealt the 
cards. tis opponent, ‘‘a mining man 
from the West, traveling for his health,” 
got a queen full. He looked immensely 
Pieased and bet to the Jimit. There were 
raises and counter-raises, and then “ the 
Bronx contractor’ laid down an ace full 
and raked in the pot. 

The “mining man” took up the cards 
for a deal and this time the man from 
the Bronx had four tens. He made a bet. 
The Western man looked hard ahead and 
raised. There was another raise, and 
when the pot got about the size of the one 
before the dealer called. He laid down 
four queens and won. 

Not a word was said, but the other man 
leaned over the table presently and ex- 
tended his hand. ‘‘I’m on” was all he 
said and drinks were ordered. 

The dice game also brought disclosures, 
It was soon discovered that the partici- 

ants were all in the same class. The 
ozen thereupon formed a combination 
for offense and defense. Some were busy 
throwing the dice, while others went in 
for the poois on the days’ runs. Accord- 
ing to one passenger, the card sharps 
thereafter haa things very much their 
own way. 

One Englishman, it is recorded, lost 
$1,000 in a few minutes’ play with the 
dice; another lost $500 on “odd and 
even,” and another dropped a good-sized 
roll on the day’s run. ne player won on 
some phenomenal hands, but nothing was 
thought of the matter at the time. ater 
it began to be suspected that he was a 
eard sharp.

SAYS LABOR IS SWINDLED. 


District Attorney Discovers That 
Workmen Are Often Cheated 


As a result of the indictment of Charles 
Murphy, plumbing contractor, for at- 
tempting to extort $2,000 from Leo 8. 
Bing, a builder, on the ground that Mur- 
phy said that if that amount was paid 
him the plumbers who were striking on 
two of Bing'’s buildings would go back 
to work, District Attorney Jerome held 
conferences yesterday and the day before 
with committees from the Master Plumb- 
ers’ and Journeymen Plumbers’ Associa- 
tions. 

These conferences were designed to get 
at the exact situation with regard to 
the relations of the two associations and 
the builders. 

After the conference Mr. Jerome said 
he had learned of frauds existing in the 
building trades, though, he said, he had 
no reference to the present case. Fre- 
quently, he said, a building loan would 
be made to a mere dummy; the labor of 

lumbers, masons, and carpenters would 
ne put in, and then suddenly the 
loan would be foreclosed, the buildin 
bought in by the person really interested, 
and the plumbers and other workmen 
would never get their money. This, ne 
believed, has led to a certain amount of 
hostility among plumbers and others to- 
ward builders.

SAYS JUSTICE GAYNOR 


Nor Is It a Crime to Make Mem- 
orandum of Wager, He Rules- 
in Golf Game Case. 


LAW ONLY FOR GAMBLERS 


“ Has Never Descended,” He Says, “ to 
Thrust Its Nose Into Personal Con- 
duct of Men and Women.” 


That a bet between two friends is not 
a crime under the law is the opinion of! 
Justice William J. Gaynor of the Appel- 
late Division of the Supreme Court in 


Brooklyn. The Justice made this decision | 
yesterday in discharging from custody a! 
man who had been arrested at Garden 
City, L. L, for making a wager with an- 
other man on the result of a golf game. 

The court holds that the new gambling 
law applies to persons who engage in the 
recording o: registering of bets of all 
comers as a practice or business, but that 
a bet between friends, even on @ race 
track, with a memorandum of the same 
being made, is not a crime. In this Jus- 
tice Gaynor goes a step further than 
Justice Bischoff of Manhattan, who de- | 
clared that it was not criminal to make 
a bet unless the same was recorded. 
Justice Gaynor's decision, apparently, 
does not change the racing situation so 
far as the bookmakers are concerned, as! 
they are or were engaged in making a; 
business of betting. 

The ruling by Justice Gaynor was in the 
case of George 8S. Sterling, who was ar- 
rested by Deputy Sheriff Brown of Nas- 
sau County for making a bet of a basket | 
of golf balls with another player on the | 
outcome of a game on the Salisbury golt | 
links. Mr. Sterling made a memorandum | 
of the wager on a card, and upon com- | 


laint of his opponent was arrested. Mr. | 
Bterling sued out a writ of habeas corpus. 
directed to the Sheriff of Nassau County. | 
The case came before Justice Gaynor on 
a hearing on a demurrer. John B, Stanch- 
field argued for Mr. Sterling and District 
Attorney Coles of Nassau for the Sheriff. 

fhe text of Justice Gaynor’s decision | 
is, in part, as follows: 

The charge against the relator is that he 
violated Section 351 of the Penal Code by 
making a bet with another upon the result 
of a game of golf about to be played be- 
tween them, and recorded or registered the 
said bet on a card. This was no crime. 
* * © The law has never descended to 
thrusting its nose into the personal con- 
duct of men and women to that extent, and 
those who try to make out that it has 
only tend to ¢ereate a disrespect for it. In 
the administration of the laws no one should 
set himself up as better or stricter than 
the laws, 

No law can be enforced except by public 
opinion, and wise legislators never pass @ 
law which lacks public opinion in its favor. 
Such laws are dead letters, except as they 
are stirred up from time to time by the 
few among wus who delight in meddling 
with the conduct of others, or te levy black- 
mail. The community sheds them as a 
snake sheds its skin. 

All that the last Legislature did in re- 
spect of the gambling laws was to make 
them apply inside of a race track the same 
as outside. It in no other way extended or 
added to the said laws. As to the writ- 
ing of &@ memorandum of the bet on a card 
by the relator, it is enough to say that 
Section 351 of the Penal Code is confined 
in plain terms to the case of persons who 
engage in the recording or registering of 
the bets of all comers as a practice or busi- 
ness, 

That ts common gambling, or aiding and 
abetting common gambling, which the law 
does not tolerate. The difference between it 
and ordinary betting ia too plain to call 
for words. An ordinary bet is not a —

SILENT ON GAYNOR’S DECISION. 


Saratoga Officials and Racing’ Men 
Won't Talk of Its Effect.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 6.—District At- 
torney McKnight, Assistant District At- 
torney Moore, and Sheriff Bradley, to- 
gether with ex-Assistant District Attorney 
Kilmer, who resigned his office with a

POLICE GET TWO BURGLARS 


Run Them Down In a Chase Over 
Central Park West Roofs. 


After an exciting chase over the roofs 
of the apartment houses bordering on 


| Ninety-eighth Street and Central Park 


West, in the course of which revolvers 
were brought into play, three policemen 


from the WeSt 100th Street Station capt- 
ured two young burglars who had just 
ransacked two .unocecupied furnished 
apartments at 2 West Ninety-eighth Street 
late last night. 

To Policeman Haggerty of the West 
100th Street Station is due the credit for 
the capture of .the burglars. While on 
post in that neighborhood yesterday af- 
ternoon he saw two young men who were 
loafing around in what he thought was 
a suspicious manner. Capt. Herlihy as- 
signed three patrolmen to that corner last 
night after he had listened to Haggerty. 
The three were Haggerty, Nayden, and 
Crowley. 

It was between 11 o’clock and midnight 
before anything happened. Just when the 
policemen were beginning to give up hope 
of catching the men that night Supt. T. 
Hamilton of the building at 2 West Nine- 
ty-eighth Street ran out to the street 
with the word that two men were up on 
the roof of his building. 

The three policemen took the express 
elevator to the top floor, and there they 
Saw that the doors of the two top floor 
apartments had been forced. Investiga- 
tion there disclosed two big bundles of 
valued, the police say, 
at close to $6,000. The nolicemen went to 
the roof in chase of the two men. They 
later gave the names of John Harrison 
of 317 West Thirty-fifth Street and John 
Oo Brien of 315 West Thirty-fifth Street. 

When the policemen came on to the roof 
Harrison was standing at the edge and, 
fearing that he was about to throw him- 
self over to avoid capture, Haggerty 
yelled at him not to jump. Harrison con- 
fessed afterward that he had been merely 
looking for a convenient fire escape on 
which to beat a retreat. Not finding one, 
he turned and fled with O’Brien over the 
roofs to the westward. 

The three policemen drew their revol- 
vers and each fired a shot over the heads 
of the fleeing men. Harrison lost his 
nerve, turned around and surrendered.

BRUTALITY 
IN DOG KILLING 


the Manner of Enforcing the 
Health Board’s Order. 


DOG DRAGGED OFF HIS PLACE 


After Being Wounded in the Street, He 
Says—Has Witnesses to Back 
His Complaint. 


Complaints against the manner in which 
policemen of the Health Squad are carry- 
ing out the dog killing orders of that 
department are beginning to reach the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 


Animals ifi great number. Here is one 
received yesterday from C. J. Fendt; pro- 
rietor of the Bonavista Stables, at 202 
Vest Ninety-first Street. Mr. Fendt 
wrote that he had already addressed sim- 
ilar complaints to Health Commissioner 
partington and Police Commissioner Bing- 
am. 
On Aug. 4, about 8:30 A, M., a fine fe 
male dog of mine was destroyed by an offi- 
cer detailed to the Health Department. The 
dog was in front of my own premises, 
and was heading for the entrance when the 
officer caught her, put a bullet through 
her snout under the eye, and then let her 
0, whereupon she ran into the stable, 
ald officer came in, deliberately took her 
out on the street, and finished her, taking 
two more bullets to do it. She was a well 
bred and well kept Dalmatian, and to de 
stroy any dog in her stable was an outrage, 
violating all laws of humanity. It was @ 
clear case of cruelty and incompetence. 
Eye witnegses say it was most pitiful te 
see the way the poor dog begged to be 
spared. Now, I should like to ask you, as 
man to man, what right that officer had 
to enter my place and remove any property 
of mine. He was sent out to destroy on the 
street and in a humane manner. But if 
the first bullet failed either to kill or fatally 
wound, he had no right whatsoever to 
trespass on private property and remove the 
dog in order to finish his work. Unfortu- 
nately I was not present, or the officer 
would not have got past the front door, 
much less have taken the dog, as any man 
has a right to protect his own property. 
If you desire the names of eye witnesses, 
I can furnish you anywhere from twenty- 
five to fifty names of those persons who 
will testify to the brutality of the whole 
proceeding, I ask for justice, and I hope 
to hear from you regarding this matter.
